MONEY MARKET AND COMMERCIAL, 
INTELLIGENCE. 


(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE IRISH TIMES.) 
Dublin, Saturday Evening. 

There has been this week a complete lull in the de- 
mand for money, anda continuation o! the indisposi- 
tion towards speculation. For some weeks past this 
absence of business has been to usa subject for comment, 
and it is therefore unnecessary topursue it further. It 
still, however, continues its effect in keeping money 
unemployed, and making it in consequence less valuable, 
by reason of its greater abundance. The diminished 
demand for money is this week best shown forth in the 
last Bank return—indeed every item ia good, and it 
would therefore seem that it is only now the full effect 
is experienced of the condition of the market during 
the past few weeks. We thus find that the “ circula- 
tion has decreased £706,551, while there has 
been a proportionate increase in the reserve of 
£689,160 ; the bullion also showing an increase of 
£63,155. The Public and the Private Deposits have 
both increased, and the failing off in the discount require- 
ments is best shown by the decrease of £289,177 in the 
other securities. Every change, therefore, has been for 
the better. The discount houses also have lowered their 
rate for money at call, and in the Stock Exchange money 
is offered abundantly at low rates. 

Yet, notwithstanding all this ease, and the facility for 
getting money on Government Securities at even cheaper 
rates than the Stocks pay, we have a stagnation of busi- 
ness,and an absence of speculation. Trade, though 
rather dull, is healthy, and the weather has been more 
favourable for the crops, but affairsin Italy,and the 
uncertainty of any prolonged ease, keep up a distrust 
which it is impossible to remove,and which exists to 
a greater extent that people generally will allow, because 
the almost daily change in the Italian tableau has little 
or no effect on Funds. The general effect, however, 
exists, and prevents any upward movement which cir- 
cumstances would otherwise warrant. 

The imports of gold during the week, have amounted 
to rather over £400,000 and have been principally from 
New York—while the exports have been very small. 
In addition to the late large arrivals about one million 
sterling is now on ite way from Australia. One third 
of this sum is now being due. 

Funds have been, as stated, in very dull demand. In 
the Dublin market there has also been a slack inquiry 
for shares, and the market genera ly was very quiet and 
free from any excitement, except, probably, in Wicklow 
Copper shares which have been rapidly advancing, the 
directors proposing to pay a dividend of £2 12s 6d per 
share, or at the rate of £105 per cent.

lein Hwang. The respective positions of both armies 
have probably given rise to the belief that the 
French will land in the rear of the Taku Forts, and 
storm them, while the British and French gunboats 
assail them in front, The British land army, it is 
supposed, is to land on the north of the Peiho, at a 
place called Peh-tang, om the mouth of the river 
which the American Ambassador was compelled to 
ascend. This river, widening a little, and passing by 
two considerable towns, leads to Pekin. 
Chinese rivers carry down an immense quantity 
of alluvial deposit: As a consequence, the beds 
are annually raised. Year by year, to pre- 
vent inundation of the lowlands, the Chinese 
raise the embankments. The course of a Chinese 
river, seen froma distance, resembles a railway em- 
bankment at a considerable elevation, 
bankments form excellent roads, and the river is 
deep enough for many of the smaller gunboats. 
Probably the English force will have reached Pekin 
by the time the French are at Tien-tsin, 

Some interesting particulars of Chinese life are 
laid open to us by communications from the seat of 
war. The Chinese, by ingenuity and perseverance, 
had raised the wreck of the Cormorant, and trans- 
ferred her engines to a vessel they had built to re- 
ceive them. The engines, however, could not be 
got to move, and Sang-ho-lin-sin, the celebrated 
defender of the Taku Forts, sent down some watch- 
makers from Pekin, telling them that they were 
“accustomed to machines, and that their heads 
“should be cut off if they did not succeed in setting 
“the engines in motion.” Notwithstandingthe threat
